Because these prominent citizens 
were careless with their names and 
failed to read and to investigate the 
enterprise, hundreds of business men 
bought memberships only to lose their 
money. Signing without reading is 
about the most dangerous act of 
financial carelessness that can be 
committed.

Neither do they wish to abandon a 
farm into which they have put . some 
money, years of labor in clearing, 
the fencing, the well, the barn, the 
house, the home itself.

Yet, what can they do 
to keep up fertility when the crops 
steadily grow less and the manure 
pile steadily covers less ground? 

Green Manure 

They are not helpless. They are not 
caught in a trap.

There is a way to meet 
the situation, There is a means of 
saving the farm so that the family 
can continue to live there, and to 
prosper. 

It is a method that they can ac- 
cept or refuse, just as they will. There 
is no compulsion.

use green manures, cheap, hardy, 
quick crops, plowed in. . These. will 
save the farm, the home, the life's 
efforts. It is strange, indeed, that 
more farmers, apparently quite sens- 
ible about other things, do not make 
far greater use of this quick, cheap, 
simple means of green manure crops. 


Why Tell it Now? 

This simple, plain article is written / 
now, at the beginning of the month 
of August, because of a definite, good 
reason. It does not just happen so.
